My  dear  Dr.  Mathews 


With  respect  to  the  cost  of  the 
Sumner  Quarter  at  the  University,  as  you  know,  the 
Summer  Quarter  is  an  integral  part  of  the  University 
year  and  the  budget  is  made  up  for  the  four  quarters 
and  the  accounts  are  kept  for  the  four  quarters, 
and  by  our  system  of  instructors  being  present  any 
one  of  the  four  quarters  it  is  difficult  to  segregate 
the  Summer  Quarter  expense.  However,  for  the  purpose 
you  want  it,  I  give  you  the  figures  for  the  entire 
year  for  the  various  departments  and  if  a  fourth 
were  taken  it  would  give  approximately  the  cost  of

The  receipts  for  the  Summer  Quarter  from  students  for 


fees  and  room  rents  were  $118,063.  The  difference  between 
the  receipts  from  students  and  the  total  expense  is,  as 
you  know,  made  up  from  interest  on  endowment  funds. 
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In  the  above  figures  I  have  not  included  the  High 
and  Elementary  Schools  which  are  practically  closed  in 
the  Summer  Quarter.
